
NEW YORK DATES ANNULLED 



JOCKEY CLUB STEWARDS MAKE FORMAL AN- 
NOUNCEMENT AT SARATOGA. 



All Racing on Tracks of New York State Scheduled 
for September, October and November Is 
Cancelled — Dugan Reinstated. 



Saratoga. X. Y., August 5. — At a meeting of the 
st« wards oi the Jockey Club held here today, official 
announcement was made that racing in New York 
would come to a close August 31. This has been 
surmised for some days, hut it was not until today's 
meeting that there was an official declaring off of 
the fall dates of the various ra« ing associations. 
Letters were received from the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club, the Coney Island Jockey Club, the Empire City 
Racing Association, the Metropolitan Jockey Club 
and the Queens County Joekey Club announcing that 
they would not make use of the dates that had lH*en 
Allotted to them. 

Permission was also asked and granted for the 
transfer of three days, August 2ft. 30 and 31, from 
the Coney Island Jockey Club to the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation for the purpose of running the Futurity over 
the latter track. In granting this request the 
«lewards did so with a proviso that it would not 
establish a precedent. 

Another important happening at the meeting of the 
stewards was the releasing of jockey Eddie Ltugan 
from Ids suspension after August 12, provided his 
record was not unsatisfactory with any association. 
Dugan was set down for reckless riding at Slieeps- 
beitd Bay and was kept on the ground throughout the 
meeting at Yonkers. Just before the opening of the 
meeting here an effort was made to have him rein 
stated, but it failed ami at the time it was thought 
that lie would not be permitted to ride during the 
Saratoga season. After his suspension Dugan was 
stricken with pneumonia, but he is well again 
aud is ready to ride. It is not expected that the 
< Ymey Island Jockey Club stewards will offer any 
bar to his reinstatement.

CONDENSED HISTORY OF THE DELAWARE HANDICAP 



The tenth running of the Delaware Handicap occurs this afternoon. Those excellent turfmen, the San- 
toros, have been conspicuously fortunate in tiie Delaware, having won it four times in its nine years of 
existence, once each with Chuctauunda and Vails and twice with the fleet Molly Brant. Chuetanunda and 
V alls divide the honor of its fastest record, each having won it in 1 :38. For the last two years it has not 
been of any groat value to the winner, but this year its $2,000 added money and seventy-nine entries make 
it a race worth contending for by the liest of our horses.

Louisville. Ky.{ August 5. — IT. C. Applegate, 
treasurer and a director of the New Iiouisville 
Jockey Club, has returned from the east, where he 
saw the racing at Gravesend. Sheepshead Bay and 
Empire City. He expressed himself as much grat- 
ified over the prospects of brilliant fall racing here 
this year, and in his opinion the coming meeting will 
outrank anything in its line that Churchill Downs has 
seen since the days when such events as the St. 
Leger and the Stallion Stakes were run off here in 
the autumn, and the late M. Lewis Clark was at the 
height of his fame as a racing director. 

The W. G. Yanke & Co. stable, in which Col. 
W. E. Applegate is a partner, headed by the sensa- 
tional two-year-old filly. Round the World, will In- 
here in its entirety for the fall meeting. The 
hulk of the Yanke stable will winter here, though 
trainer Yanke will take a small string to California 
to race during the cold weather. The stars of the 
stable, however, will remain in winter quarters at 
Churchill Downs, and Round the World will get a 
long rest preparatory to meeting her three -year-old 
engagements next season. 

William Walker is figuring on racing at Churchill 
Downs the coining fall. He will further strengthen 
his stable for the fall campaign. Mr. Walker has 
one disappointment In a racing way this season, as 
G. M. Miller, his $5,000 two-year-old of 1909, has 
failed to make good.

GREAT FILLY WILL NOT BE RUN. 



Saratoga. N. Y.. August 5. — Andrew Miller, secre- 
tary treasurer of the Saratoga Association, in con- 
firming the rc|Kirt that the Fnturity would l>e run 
lure, probably on August 29. stated that the Great 
Filly, a $10,000 race for two-year-old fillies, will he 
declared off and that the money paid Into the treas- 
ury of the Coney Island Jockey Club in the way of 
nomination fees and forfeits will he returned to the 
contributors. 

It was supposed that the Great Filly, like the 
Futurity, would be run at Saratoga. The decision of 
the directors of the New Y’ork tracks to run the 
Futurity here is pleasing to the people of Saratoga, 
although not so gratifying as an agreement to give 
Saratoga the Coney Island Jockey Club's forfeited 
dates would have been. Such an arrangement would 
have enabled Richard T. Wilson. Jr., to continue the 
Saratoga meeting to September 10 without violating 
the law restricting racing to forty days on any race 
track.

OCEAN BOUND IS SUPREME 



WOODFORD CLAY’S FILLY SCORES EASY VIC- 
TORY IN ALABAMA STAKES. 



Demonstrates Her Superiority Over All Others of Her 
Age and Sex— Cintrella Is Disqualified 
After Finishing Second. 



Saratoga, N. Y., August 5. — Woodford Clay’s great 
filly. Ocean Bound, settled all questions of suprem- 
acy among three-year-olds of her sex today when she 
won the Ala lamia Stakes with striking ease from 
John T. Ireland’s Cherryola, Earl LinnelL's Marigot, 
James Bntler's School marm. Mrs. L. A. Livingston’s 
Amelia Jcnka and George (Kloin's Follie Levy. The 
Alabama was a rn<*c over the mile and an eighth 
course, and Ocean Bound, Liking up 124 pounds, 
three pounds more than her scale weight, forced 
every foot of the pace and made a show of her com- 
pany. For the second day of racing offered by the 
Saratoga Association the track was still cuppy anil 
slow from the rain of yesterday and fast time was 
out of tin* question. When the horses were called 
to the post for the Alabama there were fully 0,000 
racing enthusiasts in the stands and lawns. In the 
main the sport was first class, but. in the last race 
there was a disqualification for foul riding, while in 
two other races charges of fouls were made. In the 
fifth race the carelessness of jockey Stanley I>avis 
cost Martinez the purse. His mount was winning in 
a cantor through tiie final furlong when Davis, pull- 
ing him up before the -finish, was nipped on the post 
by Blackford, vigorously ridden out By jockey Glass. 

Unfortunately, the Alabama was not without its 
mishap, though the running demonstrated that Ocean 
Bound so far outclassed the others that the result 
could not have been otherwise had the start been a 
more satisfactory one. Amelia Jenks. with one vic- 
tory over Ocean Bound to her credit this season, 
was the unfortunate one. Just at the start she 
tumbled and went to her knees, absolutely mining 
any chances she might have had to beat ‘ the €lay 
filly. In the running she moved up for a time, but 
she could never reach a contending position. While 
the mishap at the start did not cost her the race, it 
probably prevented her from being placed. Jockey 
Shilling, who had the mount on Ocean Bound, went 
right out with the pace that was furnished by George 
Odom’s Follie Levy, an added starter, and going 
stride for stride with the daughter of Golden Maxim, 
Ocean Bound raced her into submission, then opened 
up a lead of five lengths. Cherryola. after having 
been rated in the early stages, made a game effort 
in the, stretch and for an instant almost reached the 
throutlatch of Ocean Bound, bnt it was only for an 
instant, and at all Times the Star Shoot filly held 
her rival safe. 

Schoolmurni. Janies Bntler’s starter, broke from 
the outside .and .jockey Scoville, in liis eagerness to 
have a good position on the first turn, earned sus- 
pension for a week. He sent the filly across the 
others in such a fashion that he narrowly escajied 
interference with all of them. 

The disqualification of the day came in the last 
race and Captain E. B. Cassatt was the sufferer 
when second place was taken from Cintrella, his 
representative, and James It. Keene’s Suffragist 
was moved up. The race was won by Tasteful and 
when it was apparent that there would he a dis- 
qualification it was expected that lie would he the 
one to lie punished. Van Den had cut out the pace 
to the head of the stretch and it was there that 
Suffragist on the outside and Cintrella on the inside 
moved tip to him with a rush. At the same time 
Tasteful made his move on the outside of all three 
of them. Just when Tasteful was showing his 
nose in front Guy Garner crossed with him sharply 
to the rail and hath Van Den and Suffragist were 
knocked out of the running. After a lengthy con- 
sideration of the bapiM*ning the stewards ruled that 
Cintrella and not Tasteful was to blame for the 
fouling and she was disqualified from the place. 

In addition to the suspension of Scoville for a 
week, jockey S. Davis received similar punishment 
for liis careless ride iu bringing alien t the defeat of 
Martinez.
